mately they will be successful in ac- 
complishing the desired ends. 

“As the nations of the earth have 
come to see each other in a new re- 
lationship, so there has been revealed 
to the people of our own country the 
oxistence of a relationship which they 
did not before fully comprehend. Dur- 
ing the war we heard much about 
power. We found that it was a matter 
not only of quantity but of quality. 


Our Weakness Demonstrated. 
“The draft demonstrated to us our 
strength, but also our weakness. We 
found a very disquieting lack of educa- 
tion which reached into every state 
in the union. Too many of our newer 
citizens did not understand the Eng- 


‘lish language. These Wlisadvantages 


were in gome ways compensated by 
the wonderful spirit of loyalty and de- 
votion that was manifest in the heart 
ot the whole nation. We learned not 
only the importance which we are to 
each other but the necessity for in- 
dividual development. 

We found that we needed not only 
a large number of people but a large 
number of trained and educated 
people capable of putting forth a com- 
mon effort through being able to ar- 
rive at a common understanding. We 
came to a new sense of our depend- 
ence on the individual and a new re- 
alization of the obligation of society 


to him and hig worth to society.

“This has immeasurably 
both the economic and epiritual stand- 
ards of our country. A citizen of the 
United States holds a new position, 
higher than that which was ever held 
in any past time. The opportunities

England Shields 
Dancing Girls 
in Other Lands

LONDON, Aug. 16.— The English 
dancing girl who goes abroad to ful- 
fill engagements is ‘carefully protected 
against white slave agents, it was 
disclosed here when Monte Bayley, 
general secretary of the Variety Art- 
ists’ federation, answered charges 
made by the bishop of Fulham, who 
said that English dancing girls go- 
ing abroad were expeged to greit 
dangers. 

Mr, Bayley explained how, the for- 
eign office operates to safegWard Eng- 
lish girls by referring all applications 
‘for passports or visas for gel going 
abroad to fulfill engagement to him. 
Mr. Bayley, through the facilities of 
the federation, then investigates the 
employment offered the giti to dis- 


sponsible and if the salaries are suf- 
ficiently high to insure the girl 
against becoming stranded im a for- 
eign country and thus rendered more 
vulnerable to temp tation. 


minimum wage scales be established 
before girls are allowed to ‘abroad. 
These vary with the countries visited, 
in order that the girls may be granted 
enough to meet the local Hvinz scales. 
In general the wages are higher in 
purchasing power than the Wages for 
the same sort of work im Great 
Britain. In fact, Mr, Bayley Beplores 
the fact that the federation, through 
its supervision of passports, able to 
help a girl to maintain hér moral 
standard through insuring her a liv- 
ing wage on the continent more easily 
than in England itself. Even so, the 
pay is ridiculously low in comparison 
with the wages given 
chorus girls. In Holland, for exam- 
ple, where the cost of living’ is per- 
haps the highest in Europe, the wage 
scale begins at £4 weekly—less than 
$20. * 
South America has a bad reputa- 
tion, and for that n contracts 
are scanned carefully and producers 
investigated before girls are permit - 
ted to go there. The minim wage 
is also set at’ $40 in order the 
girls may save enough to return home 
in case of loss of employment. 


Passports never are tri 
to perform in Bucharest. Bel- 
grade, Constantinople, Athena or the 
southeastern states of Europe gen- 
erally. There the theaters are not far 
removed from immoral! houses in their 
standards of management. Also con- 


clauses demanding cabaret work of 
the girls—that is, fraternizing’ with 
the clientéle of the cabaret. 

In spite of the stringent regulations, 
British dancing girls are in such great 
demand in Europe that some 2,000 of 
them are performing in different cities 
under approved contracts. Of these 200 
are included in the Tiller and Jackson 
troupes, which are rigidly chaperoned 
and carefully managed. 


The supervision operated by the Va- 
riety Artists’ federation ia, of course, 
designed to protect girls against mis- 
representation and not against them- 
selves. The federation is powerleas to 
prevent a girl from entering the for- 
bidden areas if she wants to. Once 
she has a passport she can enter al- 
most any country in Europe without 
supplementary visas for a period of 
some five years. | 
English girls abroad have, as a rule, 
shown high morality. A traveling 
troupe playing at a big theater in 
Madrid broke its contract and fe- 
turned to England some time ago be- 
cause they were told they must do 
cabaret work after the theatrical per- 
formance. Tho fact that they were 
able to do that was due to the in- 
sistence of the federation that terms 
should be granted to the girls en- 
abling them to be nt before 
they were permitted to leave the coun- 
try.

We ‘should invite people who want 
to get acquainted with okra to choose 
their cook and to start with the small 
pods which can be cooked whole and 
not give a mucilaginous dish. Or it is 
well to combine the small okra pods 


with something like cabbage, with 
which its mucilaginous composition 


does not show up. It is perhaps finest | 


of all in mixtures of many ingredients, 
like chicken okra soup, but does not 
istics. 

Okra is ancient and oriental. The 
Greeks use much okra and a little bit 
of meat effectively. Some people who 
object to its slippery stringy quality 
will, even so, like it with tomato, 
which flavors it. But the little whole 
pods qulte alone not the old and horny 
ones Which must be cut up and have 
lost flavor in ripening—when correctly 
cooked, to my mind, have a flavor of 
the best asparagus plus a meninis- 
cence of shell fish. All that is needed 
for a finish is butter or these may be 
used cold with a French dressing or a 
hot. dressing.

The note was handed to the Japa- 
nese consul at Nanking late last night.

Japan to Stand Pat. 

TOKIO, Aug. 15.—(4)—<Although 
the government has not received Nan- 
king’s second note on the 1896 treaty, 
Japanese ‘authorities today reiterated 
their refusal] to listen to any Chinese 
proposals for revision until the Na- 
tionalists have acknowledged validity 
of the existing pact. 

Speaking at a cabinet meeting to- 
day, Prgmier Tanaka announced for- 
mally his decision to abandon his con- 
templated plan of issuing a statement 
reviewing the entire China policy of 
the government. The premier said 
that owing to postponement of the 
proposed union of Manchuria with 
Nanking, peace was insured for the 
time being in the northern depend- 
ency, therefore he considered that the 
statement was no longer necessary 
at this time. 

[The 1896 treaty between Japan and 
China has been the center of the dis- 
pute between the two countries involv- 
ing Manchuria and the whole question 
of Papanese status in China. Japan 
claims that the treaty was automati- 
cally renewed again in 1926, The Na- 
tionalist government does not consider 
itself bound by fhe régime at Peking 
which it overthrew... The treaty grants 
extraterritorial rights to Japanese citi- 
gens resident in China and is one of 
the “unequal” pacts which the Na-
